Artist's Statement 


Clay takes up a lot of my thinking time. I feel in¬ 
fluenced by th.e permanency of fired clay and how it reveals 
information about those who work with it, recording their 
touch and culture. 

My work deals with the contrasts of nature and life. 

I'm drawn to the patterns created by natural forces on the 
earth; the mark of erosion by water, the effects of wind on 
sand and soil, etc... 

The balance of the human form is of great interest to 
me and I try to incorporate this element into my work. It 
is especially obvious in dance, where the figure extends 
and leans in opposing directions while maintaining balance, 
visually defying gravity. The form lifts and twists, it's 
point of contact with the ground very small, yet balance is 
created by the shift of weight and form. The flow remains 
while the motion has stopped. Static yet moving; a syncretism. 

I strive for deep surfaces which visually extend beyond 
the exterior of the piece, but keep the soft dry quality of 
the porcelain apparent. I find that drawing the pieces 
helps me to understand the flow and balance of my work, 
but due to the nature of the medium, each piece has an 
attitude all it's own, uncontrolled by me.
